Company of Merchants of England trading to 
the Eafi' Indks^ and both bound for Bcmhff, 
we fet fa^j^ by G o d*s permiffion, from Deal, 
March z^', 17149 with a profperous gale, and 
in high fpirics towards our intended port; 
but had the misfortune of lofing our Captain 
«nd Chief Mate, before we made the Cafe of 
C$od Hofe^ a very boifterous and turbulent fea 

coaft. 
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coaft, with thunder and lightning all round 
ftt that time^ and a rough fea ; which was th^ 
. reafon. we did noc adventure to put in there. 

Wc made the inner paflage, between the 
continent of Jfrkamdi the ifland of Madagafeari 
alias St Laurence^ having touched no where 
fince we \titE%land^ till we came to JohmmOi 
a fmall ifland north-weft of Madagascar ^ where 
^ lisAtAAuguf 4, 17x49 and ftaid feven days % 
a very feafonable and comfortable refrefliment 
to ui all 1 From theofce we jtached eb BMayi 
.our deiired haven, God be praifed, fafe and 
well) in about fix months time, wkh a very 
pleafant and pro^rous voyage al^ the way^ 
were It rfot for burying our worthy commander 
Captain Edward Godfrg^ and his Chief Mate 
Mr fPtlSam ^axton^ and one fFittiam Palmer^ a 
Midfliipman, tumbling overboard jn (he night 
was unfortunately drowned, Wc arrived at 
Bmiay^ Sipt. 21^ 1714, St JUbUiiw's dzy ^ 
where I was received by the Governor, the 
Honourable William AifiMi Efq;, die Gentle* 
men of the Council, i^c. coui^eoufly and re^ 
fpcftfully. 

Being thus fafely arrived, and having a cori-" 
venient chamber ordered for me by the G6- 

vernor^ 
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vernor, near his own lodgings in the Fort, and 

|iear the Chapel, I went: on officiating in the 
duty of my funAion there &oip the time of oiir 
mvf2\^ Sppnmbcr %ij 1714, tojuneig^ 171 5: 
and having confidered the inconvenience, and 
uoluitabieneis withal^ of performing our pub- 
lic devotions in fo private a manner, as we did 
in the i? orc, having only two upper rooms beat 
into one, which ferved us for a Chapel, and 
being locked up in the Fort or Caftle in time of 
divine Service; I ventured to propofe the Buildr 
ing of a Church for God's honour and fervice, 
according to the uk of the Churcli of England ; 

that all the iOand might fee we had fome reIi-» 

gion among us, and that the Heathens and 
Mahometans and Papifts round about us^ 
might in time b^ brought over as converts to 
pnr pn^eiiioQ. 

Whereupon I took the freedom on Sundof^ 
June ip, 1715, being the firllr SundiP^ after 
trinity^ to recon^mend in a Sermon preached on

^ y the reafon of my choofing them for 
3f the prefent fubjed of this occa&onal 
4*>^s^$ Difcourfe. 
There, has been, you know» feme time a^o., 
i very good delign fet on foot here among us or 
building a Church fo^the lervice of God, and the 
Chriftian Religion ; which good defign, though 
it had a beginning, and the walk thereof raifed^ 
as you fee, to a confiderabie height 1 and thougli 
th^re have been, by all report, larg^ cootributions 
and ben^fa£Hons made, fufficient to carry on ana 
finilh the work ; yet, whether by occafion of the 
late wars, or rather the late wars occafioned by 
its negleA, and the continual troubles thereupon 
enfutng ; or whether by the coUufion and fraud 
of all or any of the Truftees, to whom th^ car« 
of that ftrufturc was committed 5 or whatever elfe 
might be the occafion of putting a ftop to that 

B 2 intended 
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^intended noble and fpacious building, I cannot ftf i 

but this is certain, that it has long fince been un- 
happily dropped, negledled, and laid afide ; and 
the ruinous walls, which ftill remain, are a (land* 
ing monument of reproach to us and our nation 
CO this day. * 

Many, it is true, and juft are the judgments of 
God in this worki, and for feme great and crying 
fin, no doubt, fuch public calamities are ufualiy 
fent; but whoever were the initrumental caufes 
of this great ofFence, or by whore facrilegious 
liands fuch charitable cpntribution$ have been per- 
verted and mifapplied, muft be one day account- 
ed for before God in judgment •, and dreadfuj, I 
fear, will that account be, if not atoned for, and 
averted by a timely reftitution. 

That we may therefore revive this comqnend- 
able good work, which once, it feetps, had a 
beginning, and ftill may, by the bicflingof God, 
and your unanimous and hearty concurrence there- 
unto, be brought to good eifed, is what I lhaU 
at prelent endeavour, by the example here before 
us, to excite your pious and charitable difpofiti- 
■ ons, and from thefe words here read to you in my 
text, encourage you to imitate that fame public 
and glorious undertaking, which firfi: was in the 
heart of king Davids and approved of and con- 
firmed by Nathan the prophet*

may oblerve thefe two diingp, .

L Of the obligation incumbent upon us all, to 
go and fet about this aeceiiary work, Go, do all 
that is in thine heart. 

And to this we are obliged, not only in refpe& 
to our duty, but gratitude to God Almighty.' 
And» 

Firft^ In point of duty. 

Now to do good IS a duty of that importance 
and extent that it is the chief end and buQnefs of 
our whole life ; it was the mod acceptable facrifice^ 
that could be offered under the law, and is of per-* 
petual obligation to us Chriftians under the gofpel : 
for to be beneficial to mankind, is to imitate the 
example of our Saviour Chrift, who made it his 
lole delight to go about doino; good; it was his 
meat and drink to do the wUi of Goo that fent 
him, and to £ini(h his work. 

To this we are obliged by the firifieft bonds of 
love and charity to mankind, as men, and much 
more as Chriftians ; and the greater the good is 
which is in our power to do, the greater ftill arc the 
obligations to the performance of it-, and confc- 
quently, the greateit good of all we are moft in« 
difpenfably obliged in duty to perform* Now' 
wi»t greater g09d can we poffibly do either to 
the honour of God, our blefled Saviour, his holy 
religion, or ourfelves, than this commendable 

B 3 work 
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work here before us, ihe building and rep^U3£ 
the houfe of God ? 

Such good works of piety and mercy* which 
regard the fpiricual wdme of meHf is what ^11 

Sbriftians are bound to advance to t^ utinofb of 
eir power; becaufe they are the only (acrifioes. 
we have left, and are of equal obligation with ^ 
praife and thankfgiving; and no one fure will 
' refufe to give God thanks for his mercies, neither 
ought we to forget to ihew mercy ourfelves, by 
4otng gpod and diftributing fomething of our 
fttbftancc) for with fudi facrifices we are ex- 
prefsly aflfured that God is well pleafed: nay, 
all our prayers, praifcs, and thankfgivings, will 
prove but lip-labour, without fome more fub- 
fiantial proof of our duty, cfpecialiy now we 
have fo fit an opportunity* 

SecmiMy^ In point of gratitude. 

Neither is it without reafon that God requires 
this of us ; becaufe he is the fole Proprietor and 
Lord of the whole earth % fo that we have no- 
thing but what we hold by virtue of this tenure» 
nothing but what we receive from him % and ail , 
that is required of us, or that he is pleafed to ac- 
cept of in return, is only a fmall quit^rent as it 
were out of what wc poflcfs, as an acknowledg- 
ment that it is by his favour and bleifing th^t we * 
enjoy it. 

Hence it is, that, in all ages, they that were 
pioufly and devoutly difpofed, and had a true 
itak of Gop*s benefits and mercy, were always 
careful to pay this homage of duty and ,gratitud[e, 
and never thought they could do enough to any 
pious ufe, whereby to tcftify their acknowledge- 
ments of God's dominion, and his right ot pro- 
phecy over what they bad : witneft thofe aocjeot 
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andftitefy Catfaedrah, which ftill remain the g1o«^ 
' ry of their times, and a lafling teftimony of mu- 
nificence to pofterity : as alio in former times be- 
' fbre them, the children of Ifrael, who wlien the 
Tabernacle was to be built for God's wor (hip and. 
fervice, were fo far from being backward in con- 
tfibuting towards it, that they prefentty brought 
more dian could be ufed in the building it \ fo 
that the people were reftraincd from bringing any 
more, for tney had enough and too much. Such 
was their pious emulation in thofe days, and zeal 
to promote God's honour and fervice. 

king David too was (b fenfibte of God's good^ 
iiefs towards him, upon the daily fuccefs of what^. 
ever he took in hand, that he began to make it a 
matter of confciencc to live in a palace of cedar 
himfelf, and to let the ark of God remain within 
curtains ; this refle6lion gave him no peace nor 
latisfaAion in his mind, though he was at reft 
from aH his enemies round about, it yielded him 
no real enjoyment of his liappinels, though com^ 
pfctely fettled in the throne of Ifrael; the plea- ' 
fares of his court, and magnificence of his pa*, 
lace, which ufually allay and divert thofe thoughts, 
did but encreafe them fo much the more, and up- 
braid him with neglect: yea, fuch was his zeal 
anjd religious affeftion for the houfe of Goo,, that' 
it brought him to this iblemn refolution and vow % 
Not to fttffer bis eyes to Jleep^ nor his eye-Uds to 
Jlumber^ neither the temples of bis head to take any 
reft ; tmtil be had found out a place for the Temple 
ef tbe Lord^ an babitiUion for tbe Almigbtj Qoi* 
if Jacobs Pfalm scxxii. 4, 5. ' 

Mow, though Dimd^ who wai 4 n^an after 
Goi>*s own heart, was not permitted to ftc about 
this holy and religious work himfclf^ becaufe he 
had frequently been engaged in wars, and confc- 

B 4 qucntly 
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quently a man of blood ; yet God, it feemSt ac- 
cepted of his good will, in being the firft propofer 
of ic> and be did well, ic is laid^ in that ic was ia 
his beart. 

And, CO Ihew you that it was not a bare pro- 
pofal or pious intentioA that came thus into Da^ 
vf^s heart, but an eameft dcfire and finoere af- 
fedtion he had for God's fervice, and for the mag- 
nificence of his holy Temple ; that though the 
glory and honour of that prodigious fabrick was 
transferred to bis fon and luccelloc king Solomon^ 
both to begin and finilh that work } yet king Da- 
vidf before he died, not only gave this as an efpe- 
cial charge upon his blefling to his Ton ; but he 
himfelf took all iniaginable care for the perform- 
ance t)f it ; as may appear by that vaft prepara- 
tion of all things, both of men and money, wood . 
and llone, and other materials made ready to his 
ion's hands *, that fo he might fet about it with 
fo much the greater application and dii^atch. 
And moreover, faith holy Davids Becaufe I have 
fet my affeEfion to the houfe of my Godj I have of my 
own proper good^ over and above all that I have 
prepared for the holy houfe ^ given even three thoufand 
iaients of goLd^ and feven thoufand talents af ftlver^ 
to overlay the walls of the boufe wiibal. i Chron. 
3cxix. 3, 4. ^ 

But CO fee the influence of a good example, the 
people alfo, after the king's royal bounty and ge- 
nerofity, were encouraged to contribute liberally 
and cheerfully, and rejoiced with great joy ; be- 
caufe that with perfed heart they ofiered willing- 
ly to the Lord : and this they did, not out of an 
opinion of their own worthinefi, but out of a due 
fenfe of their duty and gratitude; thereby to ac- 
knowledge God to be the fole benefaftor and giv- . 
cr of it ail > Bui who am fays good king D^-. 

vid^ 
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vid^ in the name of all his loving fuhje^s^ and what 
is my people^ that we Jhould be abU to offer fo wil^ 
Ungly 0fur $bis fori ? For all things come of tbeo^ O 
Lord God J and of thine own have we given thee* 

With the fame forward zeal and liberality, 
though not with the fame magnificence, it is ob- 
lerved* the fecond Temple was re-buikaad railed 
out of its rubbifliy after fo many yean captivity, 
and that too even in troublous timesi wherein the 
workman vras obh'ged with one hand to hold the 
weapon of defence, whilft he wrought with the 
other in the work. 

Since therefore the Lord our God hath given 
Hi reft on every Side, fo that there is neither ad- 
verlary nor evU occurrent; oar obligations to this 
duty are ftill fo much the greater : Forif the Jews 
deferved reproof for neglcding to re-build the 
houfie of God, when under fucb miferable circum- 
ftances ; how much more, inexcufable muft we 
needs be for this negle<5t of ours, even in the midft 
of peace and plenty ? 

Is it a time for you^ O ye^ faith the prophet 
Haggaty to dwell in your cieled houfcs^ and lo let 
tins houfe of God lie wafie i And is it not a ibame 
for us to fee this Churqh of ours lie thus under re* 
proach, and ruinous even to a proverb f whilft 

the inhabitants round about us caft the fame in our 
teeth ; and we ourfelves, with I know not what 
pretended difficulties and excufes, endeavour to 
Ihift it off as far from us as we can, faying with 
thofe in Haggai^ This is not a time \ the time thai 
the hordes houfe fhould be bnilt is mi eome : and 
can there be any thing more feafonable and necef- 
fary than this is, when moved by the juft com* 
plaint oi Grangers for want of room, which have 
occafioned their too frequent negleft of God*s fcr* 
vice ? and when we ourfelves, pent up and cooiin- 

ed. 
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ed, as within curtains, to the narrow limits of this 
private chapel (ii at moft a chapel J, dark and dif- 
uniform as you feeitia^ are oiitged thus to paf 
our public dtvoAoM in private as k were, and to 
worfhip the God of order in much confufion ? 

Shall we then, who profeis ourfelves Chriftl- 
ans, and worfhippers of the true God, and in a 
txue maooer, thus (hun the light, as if atbamed 
of our proficffion i when the inhabitants round 
about us are not only not afliamedtoiieknowledge 
their falfe and imaginary deities, in the moft pul> 
lie manner they are able but infult us with their 
number of Churches and Pagodas, even upon our 
own territories ? What is this but locking up the 
word of God from the reft of mankind, and 
keeping the key of knowledge to ourfelves? 
whereas our light ought to be diffufive, and (hine 
forth in a more open profeffion of our religion, 

that others alfo, by feeing our good works, maf 

jdn with us in glonfyiog our Father whurh is in 
« Heavea** 

I need not mention to you the inconTcniencf s 
of this place, upon the account of its difficult 
afcent and lituation ; for thofe are but fmall in 
refpe& to the great advantages we receive from 
it: liut whatis more to be lamented, it is fiich a 
common thoroughfare, and thereby fubjeft to 
all manner of indecencies and unholy profanations; 
which render it at other times more like a den of 
thieves than a houfe of prayer ; fo unfuitable to 
the facred holineis of God's houfe, and fb direft* 
ly qppofite to our Savioor^s example, that hefor- 
bad all common and ordinary ufes to be made of 
the Temple, and would not ftffer any man to 
carry fo much as a veflel through it to dc&le it. 
Mark id. i6. 

We sre ufually very exaft^ I cannot but ob« 

fcrvc 
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Ibrve it, "^^in keeping up the feflitons and cuftoma 
of our country, and feen) perfcd: maftcrs of thole 
lighter ceien[ionies ; a^d mould we not much ra- 
ther endeavoar to preserve thele weig^ier fnat«& 
QBis, the dignity of our ReiS^iGo» md the i]iitjGoff«. 
mty of its woribipt i»ykq(pi»g up die canons and 
iVbric9 of pwr Chprcb, vith ihe ;ipj)oiiiiied fi>nm 
and cereoionies thereof? And how is it pofliblo 
to keep any form, decency, or order (which \% the 
very beauty of holinefs) \jrhcn wjearc thiis krqgu-i 
i^rly crowded together 

We all, I prefume, pfofisfe ourfelm memben 
of cheChurQli ^EniUmi, rejoice b that dun 
raAer of being accounted tTM Churchnm } and is 
there none, of all the Ions and daughters which 
(he hath brought up, to take her by the haad^ 
and lift her up out of her ruins ? none to have 
pity upoQ t^r» notgrieted U>kit lier ifi the duft^ 
Sorely oar boweU could oo( but yenu Jbad wo 
^y how'ek of mercy leftt to fee our neMfil mo- 
ther lie thus difconfolate, deftitute, and forlorn, 
to whom (next to God) we owe our temporal be- 
ing s and ought we not much rather to have com- 
paSiQa oo her, to whom, by Goo's bleiling, we 
owe our fpiritual welfare? Can a v^muiH fwgii 
ker fucking cbM^ tbaf Jbt ^nid not bavf fmpaffion 
€» ihe fin^ber w$mi ? yea^ frith Goo, tbr^ 
forget^ fpeaking to the ChurcJh 5 y^t I not for^. 
faketbee^ Ifai. xlix. 15. 

GoD*s love to his Church, we fee, is conftant 
and perpetual, aa4 he will alw^ pKslerxe it wiU^ 
^Bi abnighV prefeixce, whether werem^liec it or 
notf even onto the end of the world $ but, fhalL 
we not hereby become very ungrateful to negleft 
* fo gracious and merciful a Saviour, into whofc 
Church .wc were baptized* conhrmed, and

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brought up, and at whofe table we are'coiituiu* 
ally eating and drinking ? 
But further, we are (till obliged to fet forward 

this work, by another moft neceflary and indifpen- 
fableduty, and that is Reftitution. Now, though 
each of us here may lay. Our bands have not done 
tbb mekidnefsy neither have mir ejes feen U\ yet by 
our connivance at it, our hearts feem to have con* 
fented thereunto; and facrilege is a (in of that 
malignant influence, that though the faft com- 
mitted was but by a few, or by one fingle pcrfon; 
yet the guilt is difFufive, and cries aloud to God 
for vengeance, not only upon him or them that 
did it, but upon a whole community. As in the 
ct^k^ Aeban^ God pumflied the whole camp of 
Jfrael^ and charged his wickednefs upon them all % 
laying, Ifrael bath finned\ for they have taken 
of the accurfed things and thy have alfo Jtolen and 
dijfembled. Jolh. vii. 1 1. 

And will a man rob God ? yet ye have robbed me^ 
faith the prophet Maladn to the facrilegious Jews : 
but ye fay^ Wherein have m robM Urn t In for* 
faking the houfe of God, and neglefting to build 
it up } in not reftoring the wages of the fervant 
and hireling, which of us have been kept back ; 
and the charitable contributions of the fatheriefs 
and widow, which have been perverted and mif- 
appliedbythe people of this land, ftiilcrys and 
the cries of tbem wai have watched cn the wait 
are entered hito the ears of the Lord of Saboath ; 
and fhall not Ivifit for theft things^ faith the Lord? 
fhali not my foul be avenged of fucb a nation as 
this? 

Far cpnfider^ faith the prophet Haggai^ and re* 
JleB upm your wajs% ye koked for mu^9 andhy it 
came to little and when ye brought it heme, J did 
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Nm upon and why f faith the Lird ofhofis: 

bee a lift of minehoufe that is wafie^ and ye run every 
man to bis ownhoufe : therefore the Heaven over you 
is flayed from deWy and the earth is fiayed from her 
fruit. And I with there was noc reafon to make 
this melancholy application to ourfelves: Hath 
there any one ever yet returned home from this 
place in peace, to enjoy the bleffings of his native 
land, with the fruits of his labours, (ince the time 
that this Houfe of God hath lain wafte i For from 
she kafi to the great^ every one is given to eovetouf" 
nefs^ and from the Prophet to the Prieft every one bmt 
dealt very treacheroufy. Jer. vi. 13. 

But whatever judgments of reproach or po- 
verty the long negk(3; of this facred building, al* 
inoft for the fpace of thirty yearSf hath brought 
upon our nation, bur forefathers or oiirfelves, fure* 
ly the rebuilding of it, in the bell manner we are 
. able, is the likelieft means of averting God's an- 
ger, and of bringing variety of bklllngs upon us, 
^nd our pofterity after us. And therefore upon 
us it lies to fee that it be done; upon us, I layt 
who have the greateft (hare and intereft in the be- 
nefit i and this, I hope, will be inducement fuf- 
ficient to go and kt about this necellary work ; . 
which was the iecond thing ptopoied to be coafi- 
deiedi namely, a ->v i

His mercy 
ufually entails a blcfling upon his pcoplf , and his 
faithfulnefs remains upon children's children; it 
affords the moft comfortable aflurance of happineft 
in this life» and will be the very perfe^oti or our 
etijoynients in the next. 

For GbD b not anrighteous to forget fuch works 
and labour of love ; and when he is pleafed with 
us, what may we not hope for or expeft from 
him ? All tbefe blejfings Jhall come upon thee^ a$ul 
tfoertake thee^ faith Mofes^ fpeaking to the children

Thefe and many more fuch bleflings art pro- 
mifed to obedience in general, and therefore may 
well be cxpefted from this (hining inftance of it, 
otit' charity in particolaf ; and of all the gracious 
pfOniifei madie to recommend charity in general, 
this boHding and repairing Churches is in the 
higheft degree the moft commendtbte and praile- 
worthy, inafmuch as it is of all others the moft 
excellent fort of it defigned more immediately 
for the fervice of GoDf and coming to us in the 
liamc 6f the Lord. 

iTou have heard of the bleffing that sittended 
the ark OFGO0 ; how ihe Lord biiefiU the houfe 
of Obed-edofhy and all that pertained unto him, 
becaufe of the ark of God, which remained in hisf 
boufe ; and if the receiving of the ark of God 

into hif h9ttfe was fo weli-plcafiog in his fight, 

how 
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how much more acceptable may we fuppofe the 
buiidiiig an houfe for its reception and ufef 
But who is abk^ fays Salmm^ to hriU an boufe 

for 'God ; feeing the Heaven, and the Heaven of 
Heavens cannot contain him ? much lefs that houfe 
which he had built for him, though the mod 
piagnificent in all the world. But fince it pIcaM 
God, ' out of mere to^e and condefcenfion to noan^ 
kind, to have his Temple here on earth, and to 
place his name there ; this was what Induced that 
wife king in ere&ing that glorious and (lately fa^ 
brick, to make up in ornament what it wanted itt 
extent % and, fince it was In vain be faw, to cn^ 
large its dimenfioni, he refblved to adorn it fil 
much the more with richnefs, and beauty, and 
Excellency of workman fhip. 

Now, though we cannot pretend to parallel 
thole gltataUd (hining examples of Mojes bis Ta* 
beriiade o^ Solomons Temple, either in ff^endc^ 
or magnificence, yet flill we may in feme pro* 
portionate degree imitate their zeal and affeftion 
for Goi/s honour, by a pious emulation to tha 
t>tmoft of our abilities } our honeft endeavooit 
will prove never the worfe for having jfo bright 
art example before us: for $£ts of charity, lend 
other good works, like the facrifices of old, are 
accepted, nor according to the value of the offer- 
ing, but according to the ability and good will o£ 
the ofibcr'9 the perfon under the law, who was 
not aUe to bring a lanib, was> to bring two fur* 
ties or two young pigeons ; and in building the 
Tabernacle, goats hair and badgers fkins were an 
offering fn^iucnt from thofc who had not where- 
Mthai to give more} according to this faine rule 
<lf proportioit,^ the widow's twonritcs, we read of 
in the gofpel , were looked upon as a greater preferfC 
than all the offerings of the rich put^ together ^ For 

all 
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thg did caft in ^ their abundance itUo the ireajkry % 
' ha fie ^ her mme Sdeafim ail thai fie badf even 
alt ber living. Mark xxi. 44. 

So that if there be firft a willing mind, which 
all may have, and none can be without, it is ac- 
' cepted according to what a man hath, and noc 
according to what he hath not ; a willing mind, 
I faif^ for that i& the life and foul of benefiidions; 
it 18 chat which conquers all difficulties, and ren* 
iidrs all excufes vain. And, fince St Paul affures 
us, that God proportions the quality of the bicff- 
ingto the quantity of the gift, this (hould alfo en- 
courage us CO do all that ever we can in this mat- 
teVt and even to ftraiten ourfelves to do God fer-- 
vicCy when need (hall fo require \tx Porbe thai 
fmwetb fparingly fiall reap fparinglyy and be that 
Jo'wcih liQuiilijully /hall reap alfo bountifully ; but let 
every man do according as he is difpofed in his hearty 
tiot grudgingly^ or of necefjity^ but wtllingfy and c beer • 
fnUyy for God lovetb a cheerful giver : we need not 
be afraid of loOng any thing laid out after thia 
manner; for we have the beft lecurity, when 
God himfelf ftands bound for it, and is engaged 
' for the payment; it is laying up in ftore a por- 
tion for hereafter^ and a good foundation for the 
time to come* 

Moreover, we fee the ufefulneis oi good works, 
in thatthey conduce both tothe honour of God, and 
the intereft of our religion % to God*8 honour, by 
promoting his fcrvice and worfliip to the intereft 
of our religion, by preventing any caufelefs fepa- 
ration from its communion ; it is alfo a credit and 
advantage to the whole ifland, inafmuch as reli- 
gion is, or ought to be, the chief concern and 
bufinefs of our whole lives ) and when there is fuch 
a convenient provifion made for the free and open 
proftiTion of it, it will be anenci^uragemeni 10 trade, 

and 
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kxA a public iodicsidon of our faith and integrity. 
BeGdet^ it is our fareft guard Uhd defence againit 
Popery, and a moft po^rful argument and bul- 
Ivark againft Diffcnters; a place of continual re- 
fort in profperity, artd our greateft fafc-guard in 
time of advcrfity. 

If ever, therefore, we exped to fee thb ifland 
flourifli and increafe in honour. Wealth, and pow-^ 
cr; if ever we hope for Goti's iliefcy and pro- 
tcdion, or define the light of his countenance tci 
Ihine either upon our coOnfels or endeavours, our 
families or ourfelves, may We date thefe bleflinga 
from the day that the found ition of this Church 
is laid ? and may this BleiTiiig, not confined td 
time or place^ difFufe Itfelf beyond this circle of 
this royal fcttlemcnt unto the neighbouring fafto- 
ries round about us 1 a^ay their merchants carry 
out little, and bring in much ; and when they 
ha^e brought it home, may God breathe Upon it, 
and multiply it exceedingly ! 

'then may we fay with holy Hffvidi Jhali 
wifiy 0 Lvrd^ al$d ba^e mercy upon Sicn * fit- it is 
time that thou have mtrcy upon her ; yea the time is 
come I and why? even becaufe thy few ants think 
Upon her ftones^ and it pitieth them to fee her in th^ 
dalt. Then fhall the heathen fear thy Name^ O 
iMrdf and ail the kings of the tartb thy majefly j 
enen wben the Lerd fiaU Mid up Skn. and fvhen 
bis Glory fhall appear. This fhall be uritten for a 
memorial of us to thofe that come after ^ and the 
people whtch fhall be born fhall praift thiljnrd^ Ffal.

In a word ; may thofe be exalted to the higheft 
degree of glory, and ftiine forth as ftars of the 
firft magnitude, that fhall be thus happily in- 
flrumenral in proa.oting Goo's honour, in con- 
verting men from the error of their ways and in

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, turning many to righteoufnefs ! May God A!* 
mighty fo ftir up the minds of his faithful people, 
that every one (hat hath bpt Utfl^ may.do hif 
diligence to ffive of that little i ^na may othem 
be bountiful, as God liath enabled them ! may 
wc all by this means fecure to ourielve.s the con-- 
tinuance of God*s fav our ; and may our charity 
fiill fpread itfelf pore and morCa tiU 5t cover 4 
multitude of our fuis ! If^hf !>i^^ing 
of God attend this labour and work of oiirs, that 
our Saviour Christ may have a Church here 
amongft us dedicated to his lervice; and that wc 
ourfelves aliu may at laft be prefented a glorious 
Church to Christ the head of it, not.havinpp 
fpot or wrinkle or any fuch thing ; but that K 
may be holy and without blemifh !

But, 
Gentlemen, I am lorry to find your Chriftiaa 
zeal, fo much fpoken of in thele foreign parts, 
fo degenerate and confined, as not to extend it- 
lelf beyond the bounda of your own territories 
but upon conditions. I always thought that 
a£ts of^ charity, and other good works, ought to 
be left to the free difpofal of every benefaftor ; 
or clfe where is the thanks, or what difference is 
there between Chriftians and Heathens? Such 
bartering of charity will avail us but little here 1 
and fmall, I doubt, hereafter Will be the return 
of fuch provident bounty. 

As to the objection you were pleafed to make 

Sainft oyr dciign, or rather again fl: the manner 
executing it, 1 Ihall give you this fliort, and 
I hope fati^i&ory anfwer. The defign of our 
Church, as well as the manner of it, was at firfl: 
propofcd fomc years ago by our predcccflbrs s 

and 
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' and finding the walls, which ftill remain, were, 
found and good, already raifed and prepared to 
cur hands ; it was thought more adviieable to 
carry on and fini0i what they had begun, than 
to undertake the -laying of a new foundation. 
And as to the rearing up of a fabrick, which you 
in agine rather magnificent than ufeful; I think, 
it not at all' difproporcionate to the number of 
our inhabitants, at leaft not to the expefted in* 
creafe of them ; neither is it in my opinion un- 
fuirable, unlefs it be in thedefe6l, to the dignity 
. anti honour of our royal fcttlement. 

And now. Gentlemen, I hope you will be 
pleafed to anfwer me % pray, what objcd or de-> 
ugn can dieie be more beneficial or deferring . 
eur charity, than the employing it in the imme- 
diate fervice of God ? or what more prepoftcrous 
. to our Chriftian profeflion, than to fet up a Poor- 
^ ichool in competition with our Mother-Church ? 
Imprimis vemrmn Dmm^ is an old mavim, found 
Md orthodox $ and the erefiing of Chilrity-ichools 
IS no doubt of very great ufe, noble and com- 
mendable, but not comparable I hope to that of 
building of Churclies, how remote foever you 
make it to religion. 
Gentlemen, I ihould not have mentioned the 

contributions to your Church, that have beenfor- 
. mcrly made by the inhabitants of this place, had ^ 
you prciented us freely i but if the common ties 
of Cbriftianity cannot prevail, yet even thofe of 
humaiuty and gratitu^ might, one would think, 
. kavefonne fort of influence, efpecially over grate- 
ful and generous fouls, and efpecially where there 
is an abUity to perform it. 

I know. Gentlemen, that charity begins for the 
moft part with ourfelves, and is always ready to^ 
look firft at home, before it prefumes to venture 

iUclf 
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itfelf abroad ; yet, however, your good wilhes for 
the fuccefs of our undertaking, which would not 
have coft much, would have been accepted of I 
dare fay in part of paymeat, and a handiome de- 
tiial, as half the requeft. 

May the great God direft and pmfper your en- 
deavours, and may you out-(hine your predeceflbrs 
in piety and good works, as they have out-(hone 
thofe that have gone before them ! I have done 
my duty, in making my requeft known untoyoUt

Cajlle^ 05iober 5, 1715; and now prefuming on 
your Lordfliip's goodnefs in pardoning this \m^. 
portunity, do beg the fame favour of receiving 
this Church of ours, and dedicating it aa was in- 
tended according to form, and your LordHiip's 
authority in this behalf, to the public celebration 
of divine offices ; that thereby there may be an 
end put to all private claims, and a means to pre- 
vent its return to common ufes.

XJ AVING this opportunity of paying my 
refpcdls, I thought myfelf obliged for the 
many favours received, to continue this fmalltrir 
butc of a grateful acknowledgement. 

In mv laft I promifed your Worihip fome ac- 
count or the ceremo^iy in opening our new ChuTcb» 
which was performed according to Governor 
Boonc\ order, in the following mannner. * 

On Chriftmas-day laft, 1718, the Governor 
and Council, attended by the tree Merchants, MIt 
liury, « Inhabitants of the place, proceeding 
Aom the l^ort in great order tp.the Churcbt 
approacliing the great door at the weft end, were 
met by the Chaplain in his proper habit, and in- 
troduced repeating che twenty-fourth Pfalm^ with 
xhe Gloria Patri. The Church was dreffed with 
palm branches and piantin trees, the pillars adorn* 

with wreaths of greens, aud the doublf^ crofies 
over the arches looked like fo many ftars In the 
firmament. Service began as ufual on Chriftmas- 
day, but with this additional fatisfaftion, the mak- 
ing a new Chriftian the fame day in our new 
Churchy agood omen, I hope, of a future increafe : 
the Governor»MrsP^il^ and Mrs CrommeUn^&ood 

Soffips ; who came down to the idnt in time of 
ivine fervice, where th^ child was baptized ac- 
cording to order, by the name of Sujanna i a whole 
croud of black people ftanding round about, Ram^ 
magee and all his cafl;» who were fo well pieafed 
with the decency and regularity of our way of 
worihip, that they ftood it out the whole fervice 

^rmon 
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Sermon ended, I/aiab Ivi. 7. the Governor, (ffc. 
Council and Ladies repaired to the ve ft ry, where 
havingdrank fuccefs to the new Church in aglafsof 
Sack, the whole Town returned to the Governor's 
lodgings within the fort 1 where was a fplendtd 
entertainment, wine and mulic, and abundance 
of good cheer. After dinner the Governor be- 
gan Church and King, according to cuftom; but 
upon this occafion an additional complement of 
as great guns from the fort, which were anfwer- 
cd by the EMropion ihips in the harbour; with fe« 
verri odier healths, drinking and iirmg till almoft 
four a clock and left fo good an opportunity 
Ihould flip, by the Governor's leave I brought in 
ihe fubfcription-book, and got above two thoufand 
four<huQdred rupees to our Church, of which the 
GovemcM', for example's fake, launched out one 
Ihoufand rupees himfelf. We have not yet quite 
finiflied die Tower, which there is a ftecple de- 
iigned to be built, and raifcd, in order for a Tea* 
mark, as high as we can tower it. ' ' • 

'As to the Church itfelf, it is indeed a ftru6ture 
idefervedly admired for its ftrength and beauty., 
Mifnefs and uniformity, but more efpecialiy for 
its echo \ the*roof t)f ie being arched with three re- 

gular arches of ftone, lupported by two rows of 
pillars and pillafters on each fide, with a large 
iemi-dome at the eaft end to receive the com- 
munion table, like that of St A»f s, Imdon^ af- 
(cending by three fteps, and a ra»> to feparattf k* from 
die body of the Church. Its fituadon is very 
commodious, in the niidft of the inhabitants, with- 
in the Town -wall, and at a due diftance from the 
fort. As to its extent, it is larger than either of 
the EngUJb Churches at Madras or Bengal^ or any 
af the P^tuffiefe Churches here} fuitajj^le, in fome 
' meafure. 
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mcafure to the dignity of our Royal Settlement;, 
and big enough for a Cathedral* 

Thus was the ceremony of opening Bomhay 
Church performed with all the public demonftra* 
tions of joy, with that decency and good order, 
as was fuitable to the folemnity. As to other 
mattery relating thereunto* your. Wori]iug will 
cafe me the particulars; begging leave to be re- 
ferred to Captain Euftace Peacock^ who was an eye« 
witnefs to the fame, and can better inform you by 
word of mouth.

Dear Shr^ London^ Jan. 1 1719-20. 

T W AS not long ago informed by your brother, 
^ that you had written to my Lord Biihop of 
iMdou for bis dire&ioiis about opening your new 
Church at Bmhi^j but that having received no 
anfwcr, you have ventured to open it without 
them. I promifed to make enquiry into the rca- 
fon of that omiffion. I have fince had an oppor- 
tunity to alk Dr jiftryf Ctiaplain to the Bifliop^ 
who looking among his papers, fliewed me your 
letter ^ and though he was doubtfiil to what that 
negleft fliould be afcribed, yet at laft he conclud- 
ed that he could not be accountable for it, becaufc 
he found by the indorfement it had lain fome 
time in the Secretary's hands, before it was de- 
livered to him.

F^ll?^ ANY and varkms are the duties in holy 
M 12 fcrlpt;prc, whereby 60 d*s true Reltgioit 

is prefervcd, and whereby he would 
have his Name to be glorified •, amongft 
which there is none more acceptable to him, or 
tnore profitable to us, than aAs of pietjry charity 
and mercy* And as the foul of man is the chief 
thing to be regarded^ as being the more noble 
and honourable part; fo the doing good to the 
fouls ot men is without doubt the greateft charity, 
and moft acceptable fervice. 

No man was ef er yet born fer himfelf, but 
every one obliged in his rcfpeftive vocation to 
promote what he can the good of the fociety 
wherein Providence hath placed him; that he 
not only believe aright, but be careful alfo to 
maintsun good works, always rtmembring the 
end of his creation, the fetting forward the com- 
mon as well as his own falvation. And if, of all 
other fmners, thofe we are afTured will be molt 
femely punilhed, who not only prefume to cor- 
rupt themfelves but maKcioufly endearour to de- 
prave others j then by parity of reafon may like- 
wife 
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wife be inferred, that of all God's true and £uth* 

ful fervants, thofe will be exalted to the higheft 
degree of glory, who fhall be moft induftrious 
in the inftruftion and converfion of others ; that 
ihall lay the feundadon of God^s trap Religion, 
or any ways contritj^ute towards the promoting of 

In confirmation of which, we need look no fur- 
ther than this remarkable place of Sc Jam$s here 
before us $ Brethren^ fays he, ;/ any of you dp err 
from tb0 truths and me c&nveri bim \ k$ Irim knm^ 
that be that converfetb the fimer from tb^ error of 
bis JJjali fa^e a Joul from ddatby and Jhall bids 
a multitude of fins. 

Thefe words, according tp Dr Hammon^t in- 
terpretation, carry with tbem a double encou* 
ragemeot to the duty here enjoined ; for Aach is 
the excellency of this moft extenfive duty, the 
converting a foul from ibe error of bis way^ that 
they bring not only an advaouge to the perfon 
converted, fuch as the faving of hif fMd firm 
dealbf but a privilege alfo to him that makes the 
convert, fuch as the hiding the multitude ef bis 
Jins\ which, upon his fmccre repentance, will 
cfFeduaUy be brought to pa£«, through the merits 
and fatisfadion of our Saviour Chrift. And if 
the converfion of one fioner from the error of hia 
•way be thus effeftuai and prevalent towards par- 
don and falvation, how much more available will 
be the converfion of fevcralf and the turning of 
oaany to righteoufocfs ? 

In confideration of thefe glorious privileges, 
I beg leave upon this occafion to lay before you, 
my Brethren, a very deferving objeft of our 
Chriftian Charity, the fetting up, and maintain- 
ing a Charity '^School in this place, in order to the 

teaching 
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teaching poor children to read, and intruding 
them in the principles of the Chrrftian Religion, 

« And for a ibccdsful recommcndauon of this 
fo very excellent an undertaking, I need only ap- 
peal to the gre^t fuccefs^ and the wonderful im* 
provements it has of late met with in our own 
country, and elfewhere, to the unfpeakable joy 
and fatistaction ot ail good men; the unirerfa^ap- 

' probation of which good work^ together with the 
fignal bieflings that attend it, are a fufikidit de- 
monftratidtr of its life and eirceHency a f^ork of 
that truly Chriftian piety, than it cannot want for 
any mouv^e of encouragen>cnc, wh^n it fo evi- 
dently carries its own reward along with it, 

• Now whereas the pioua education of poor chil- 
dren in Chriftianity is the moft efieduai means we 
can fake with any for their falvation ; fo is it 
much more fo with thefe Gentiles round about us : 
by fealoning them txttimes ia (he pnncipies of Re- 
ligion, and removing the optmons and prejisdices 
of their forefathers, by opening their eyes, and 

• flicwing them their errors, by turning them from 
darkncl's unto light, and from the power of Satan 
unto God. 

And as the means are thus effediial cowards 
prbmoting this great end, are the eiicoi/H^agfe- 
ments here annexed the mofl: glorious and bene- 
ficial. Brethren^ if any of you do err from the 
truths and one convert him ; let him know that he 
that conviTtttb the fimer from the error of his way^ 
fljall fave afoul frm deatb^ ^nd JbaU hide a mulH- 
iudeoffats. ' :v 

That we may therefore con(id<fr *our 'du^y on 
this behalf, and be the better encouraged to ftt 
forward and promote this commendable good 
work, 1 iball from the words juft now react to 
you endeavour to jhewi . .

I* I am to ibew you, how earneftiy GkOJ> Al* 
mighty in holy fcripture doth recytvin-the 
performance of ttua duty) anA horn ^try 

acceptable it is to him. - 
The truth of which cannot be doubted of, if 
we coalider how great a ftrefs the fcripturc con- 
fiantly lays upon tbia d^ty, thia work of charity, 
which comprehcoda not wy the oiitwtcd mda ef 
it, the relievii^ the wants of the poor^iod aeidy, 
but the more exalted parts and branches of it in 
rny texf, the fhewing mercy and pity to the fouls 
of Others, which is our fpiritual alms, and moit 
. cxqeUeot benefadion ; the truth of which I bcf% 
' cannot be doubted off when we re6c& upon the 
cxprefs words of holy fcripture requiring this duty, 
and the more than ordinary promifcs that are 
made to encourage it : For after feveral admoni« 
tiona to piety and virtue, the author to the He- 
hremr recommenda this taore efpeciaily, aod be* 
yond the facrifices of praife and thankfgiving \ But 
to do ^oody and to communicate y for get not : for with 
fucb facrifices God is well pleafed, St Peter alfo ex- 
horts US very earoeftly, ^bat ak^VA aU things we 

eugbt 
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ought to have fervent charity among ourfehes\ fvr 
that charity jhall cover the multitude of fins. It is 
recorded in Daniel^ that this is one furc way of 
breaking off our fins, purging our iniquity, and 
a lengthening of our peace and tranquillity hereon 
earth. That without this the love of God cannot 
dwell in us ; we cannot be his children, and true 
difciples of our bleffed Saviour. That this is a 
facrijtce with which God is well pleafed ; an odour 
of a fweet fmell, a facrifice acceptable, well pleaf- 
ing to God ; and that without this nothing will 
profit us ; but that this will be a fure foundation 
for ever, a memorial aev^r to be forgotten be- 
fore God. 

And what can we defire more to inflame our 
zeal, and excite our devotion ; what greater en- 
couragement to fo truly pious and charitable an 
undertaking, than to have the good pleafure of 
God obtained, and the love of Chrift fecured to 
-US; the favour of that God that inhabiteth 
eternity ; to purchafe which nothing fhould be 
thought too much ? For as God in holy fcrip- 
ture efteems that which is laid out in charitable 
»ufes as given to himfelf fo doth Chrift in his 
* holy gofpel alTure us, that as we have employed 
our talents here, fo will it be reckoned to us 
hereafter. . ,utr>**^'i r-* 

The various conditions of men in the world 
ferve to carry on God's great defign, and the in- 
finite variety of objefts we fee, are but fo many 
inftruments in his hand of bringing us to him- 
felf; to the effefting of which, every one has 
|the neceflary means in his own power, every one 
hath his part of making himfelf happy. By va- 
rious methods in like manner we fee God works 
upon the different tempers of men, who by 
moving fuitably in their rcfpedive llations, do 

at 
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at once both benefit themfelves and others? 
This admirable mixture of human affairs, and 

1>foportioning the fev^rlai eftates of itneh ta their 
evtrd'^isipadtieSy tempers and inclinations, this 
hriffing every niah's nappinefs to depend upon, 
and to be in fome mealurc direfted by each other, 
Ihews that we lie under an indifpenfible obliga- 
tion toconfider not only ourlelves, but our neigh- 
bourn's good ; not only the benefit of a few parti- 
cular perfons, but the benefit of all that are round 

about us; that we are bound to employ our uc- 
moft talents chiefly to promote the public good, 
and to layout our parts and faculties as may moft 
conduce to the welfare of the whole. 
' ' Thus in the beginning aiid firft fettlemei^t of 
the gofpel, ibe multitude of them that believed^ were 
all of one heart we read, and of one Jout ; neither 
/aid any of them that ought of the things wbtch he 
foffejed was Us own^ bus ebey^ had all things com^ 
men I neither was there any 'that lacked: for' 
fvtf^ as were pojftjfe^s of lands er ioufes^Jold tbem^ 
and brought the prices cf the things that were fold , 
and laid them dozvn at the j^pojiics feet \ anddijlri- 
button was made unto every man according as he had 
' need^ Ads iv. 33, &c. They were fo far from 
ieeking their own advantage, or appropriating 
what they had to themfelves, that they not only 
fupported others with what they had, but gave 
it out of their own power for the good of the com- 
munity ; leaving us an inftance of primitive cha- 
rity, and a pious emulation. 

Now though the having all things ih common 
is not To expedient and neceffary now a days, as 
it was at the firft prenching of the gofpel 5 yet 
itill we are obliged to chriftian love and charity : 
for that never falleth, but will always remain as 
the diftinguilhing. mark and charafteriftic of a 
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chrifUan : For by this Jball all men know^ fays our 
Saviour Chrift, that ye are my difciples^ if you have 
love one to another. And chis mutual love and 
frieodihip amongn: chrillians was not co confift 
in a bare outward (hew of behaviour, or in a few 
fmooth complimental words, as dipari in peace^ 
be ye warmed or filed , but in more fubftantial fa- 
vours, in real afts of charity and mercy ; for 
wbofoever bath this world's goody and feet b bis brc^ 
tbor have neodf andftmttttb up bis bowels of mircf 
and eompqifton from bimj bow dwelleib ibe Uve of 
God in bim ? Let us not therefore love in word or 
inform, but in deed and in truth • always re mem- 
iirin^ $b$ words of the Lord fefus^ bow be fasd^ U 
wasm$robliffidiopvotbaietor€edv€^ Ads 35. 

II. I am to fhew you how profitable the cxcr- 
cife of ic is to us, and what advai^ta^es we 
may hope to receive from it. 

Now ainongft the feveral graces and virtues 
recommended co us in holy fcripture, there is 
none among them all comes better attended with 
greater promifes or more exalted encouragements 
of rewards and happinefs than this of charity; ic 
is the peculiar and diftioguiihiog grace of a chrif*. 
liaht as hath been faid, and is preferable either 
to Faith or Hope. It is called the gi-eat com- 
mandment of all, the end of the commandmciits, 
and the fulfilling of the whole law ; charity is the 
Queen of virtues, the mod excellent of allexceJ- 
lencies, and therefore ought the ofceneft co be in- 
filled upon, as having the moft excellent rewards 
attending ic. 

Our Saviour in the Gofpel teacheth us, that 
it will be to no purpofe co poifefs all the riches of 
the world, and lofe our own fouls; hereby in- 
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ftniAing us bow much the foul's welfare i$'to be 

preferred before any worldly advantages : and 
fince chanty hath fuch a peculiar influence and 
power over the ioul, as is available to the pro- 
Curing for^venefs of fins, and a remiifion of the 

Euniihmeiii: due t^nto them ; for that is meant in 
oly fcripture by- bidtng or covering of fins j whit 
great rcalon have we then to efteem that as a mod 
valuable trcafure and fovereign remedy, thaT 
thus carries its own reward along with ic? for to 
be merciful and charitable is the means, we are 
caught, to keep the foul pure' and clean in the 
fight of G o D ; fuch confidence may they have, 
that Ihew mercy and companion before God in 
judgment ; that alms, we are told, dehvcr from 
death, and. (hall purge away all fin; that thef 
itifier not to come into darknefs; and that as 
water will quench a flaming fire, fo chancy will 
nuke an atonement for fin. 

Now though a(5ts of charity, even in the moft 
exalted fenfe, cannot give lis a rightful claim to 
the promifes of God, and to the pardon of our 
finSt exclufiVe of other duties, as the Papifb 
iky; yt^t certain it is, that fuch liberal promifes 
are n(j where in the gofpel made to any other 
fingie duty, as are co charity \ and chat chough 
our fins fiiall not i>e remicccd to us for our cha- 
rity, without' repentance, yet t&% of charity, 
when joined to repentance, are of great ufe to , 
render it efFcfhial for the procuring forgivenefs. 
And though Chrift our Saviour is our only pro- 
per and propitiatory facrifice, for whofe fake 
alone our fins will be pardoned, yet ads of chf- 
lity laid out for Chriirs fake, and employed to . 
good and proper objefts, have, through the me- 
rits and (acisfa&ion of ouf Saviour, a fuburdinate 
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jefficacy towards procuring God's favour, and in 
ihat rcfjx^t may be iaid to fave afoul from ikntb, 
(MdtocffveramuUHudeofftns. 
[ Moreover, the benefit of this excellent virtue 
is the moft lading of any, being a continual . 
fountain of living 'maltr^ fp^i^gi^g ^f^fo cUma^ 
Jifi I the bread wc thus dillnbute to the poor 
4md needy ihall oever periib, and the water m 
fthis fountain given to a thiffty foul (hall in no 
wife lofe its reward. It is the peculiar excel- 
lency of this virtue, that it never faileth; whereas 
.the l^albiofi of. this world paiTeth away, and all 
. die glory and fplendor of it;, even thofe exalted 
-gifts and graces of the Spirit are not comparable 
to chat of charity for perfedion and duration ; 
fome of which being long fince vanifhed, fuch 
.as the gift of heahng, miracles and languages ; 
and others are to vanifli at the end of the worlfly 
fuch as Faith and Hope, when there will be no 
further ufe or occafion for them : For whether 
there /hall be prophecies^ they fjjall fail ^ whether 
there be tongues^ they Jhall ceafe ; whether there be 
knowledge^ it Jball vanijh away ; and though Faich 
. and Hope are faid to abide, that is, to continue 
with us in this world, yet Charity hath ftill the ' 
preeminence, being never to bt out dated, but 
to abide for ever ^ and now abideth Faith^ Hope^ 
Charity^ theft tbree^ but the greatefl of thefe Js 
Charity. ; 

, III. I come now in the third and laft place to 
Ihewyou, that whofoever is thus liberal, and 
contributcth heartily towards this charitable 
good work, {hall notwlthftanding have fl|f- 
ficient for himfelf, and need not be afraid 
^f want or fcarcity. 
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And here I would not have you to expedc mt- 

facles» or think that the Almighty will fupport 
vs in our wants with feme extraordinary help^ 
after we have contributed iomething for his fer- 
vicCy without any the leaft endeavour of oar 
own \ for tl^ia would not be true iaith» but pre* 
fumption: but when we humbly rely upon Gm\ 
good providence, and confcicntiouQy perform 
the duties of our vocation, ufing no ill means to 
better our fortune, and praying tor fuccefs \ there 
we are fure God will provide, or form way or 
other interpofe for our relief : for chough mi- 
racles are ceafed, yet Providence is not; God's 
mercy and compaflion is ftill the fame, and will 
not fail to help the righteous ; though not in that 
miraculous manner as heretofore, yet fo, that 
nothing may be expeded without hit divine £1- 

• vour and blefling. 

The readieft way therefore to arm ourfelves 
againft the uncertainty of fortune, and to fccure 
the enjoyment of this pre lent world, is this very 

' method I am fpeaking of : - For you know bow 
that Sdamm hath declared ; that he ibai dijirihtt' 
etb of his fubjlancey Jhallnot lack ; nay your poftc^ 
rity fhall reap the benefit of thefe good adions : 

- for ibe rigbUoid ts ever merciful^ and Undetb^ and 

< therefore it is (add, ibat bis ficd is bkffeiy Pfai. 
XXXviL 26.* 

Again, it is one of the moft infallible proofs 

of our having a true chriftian faith in this life, 
' and is by Solomon required to be obferved in con- 
lideration even of chofe temporal bleflings, that 
we are afliired will proceed from it, abftraAed 
from the profpeft of the eternal reward. Hwmtr 
' the Lord with thy fubftance^ faith Solomon^ and zvith 

tbe^fiJruiU of all ibimimreafc \ fa Jball ihy barm 
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he filled with plenty y and thy prejfes Jhall burjl cut 
with new wine, Whatfoever is thus charitably 
laid out, will turn to more account than if 
boarded up» or employed in the mod beneficial 
trade, ioteieft or refpondeiitla. A penny thus 
prudently bellowed is of infinite more value to 
us than all the abundant treafures of the Eaft^ 
or riches of the Indies. 

Not that this ihould be our chief inducement : 
for this would be to make merchandife of our 
. charity, and gain our godlinefs ; "when we do it 
noc out of a principle of obedience to God, and 
love to our neighbour, but to enrich ourfelvcs ; 
there we cannot exped a reward. But whatioever 
at any dme is freely beflowed, upon a (bund 
principle and a right objed, fliall nndoobtedly 
be replcnifhcd with frcfli fuppHcs, froni that in- 
cxhauftible fountain of all goodnefs, from whence 
the abundance of riches flows. Give^ and it JhaU 
be given untoyou^ faith our Saviour, good meafure^ 
pr^ed dowfh oMdJbakem together^ and rummig 9ver^ 
ftfoU men give inipymr befm: for witb the fame * 
meafure that ye mete withal^ it /hall be meafured to 
you again \ the liberal foul is faid to be made faty 
and be that wateretb jhall be watered bimfclf 
There is a fecret hand of Providence always at* 
tending, and a hidden conveyance continually 
recruiting the moft profufe liberality. An in- 
ftance of which we have in the widow of Sarept a, 
whofe barrel of meal wafted not, neither did her 
cruife of oil fail, in the midft of fcarcity, drought 
and famine. 

The charitable peribn hath good reafbn from 

fcripture not only to hope, but to be aflured, 
that what he giveth with an honeft and good 
bearti ihall by the unperceivabk working of 
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'ftbvidence be taken from the heap, without 
Icffcning or diminifhing, but rather increafing 
the ftorc ; i ruft tbou in the Lord, and be doing 
good ; dwell in the land, and verify tbm Jhalt be fm: 
All things Jhall work together for our goody and in- 
ftead of fins, it fhail be added to build us up. 
So certain we may be of not lofing our montjr 
laid ouc after this manner, that God himfelf ^Wl 
be our furety, and ftatid bound for the payment i 
He that hath pity on the poor lendeth unto the 
Jjofdy and that which he hath given will he repay 
him again. The royal Piaiaiilt m^kes it hi$ par- 
ticular obfervation ; / baiw been youngs and who 
'am old\ yet fatv I never the righteous forfaken^ mt 
his feed begging their bread. And what greater 
fccurity, what lurer word of promife can there 
be given to man, than the unqueftionaWc foun- 
dation of God's holy word ? Let not any dif- 
truftfol thought therefore, or fctr of. being re- 
duced, ever tempt us to draw back our hand^ 
from doing good : for no one did yet by any 
true aft of charity ever came off a lofer, even in 
this world. 

And ats to the ufe and excellency of our cha* 
rity, we need not doubt of the fuitablenefi of the 

obje^l here before us j the contributiiig to a 
School for the teaching poor children, and in- 
Uruding them in the principles of the Chriftian 
religion. There is littfe good to be csipeAed 
from iuch in thefe remote parts, as are grown 
old in fin^ and habituated to error j their erro- 
neous principles are already fo confirmed, and 
ihcy themfelves accuftomed to the ways of their 
forefathers, that they will not eafily be perfuaded 
to forfake them. But if we make trial upon the 
next fucceeding generation, and endeavour -to 

form 
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form their tender minds to piety and vinue, fca- 
foning them in their youth with the principles of 
Chriltiaoity i we cannot fail, through God's af- 
fiftancCy of confidenible effefb* we cannot fail of 
flieing bur endeayours frowned with fucce&. 
' 'Let me therefore in a few words recommend 
to you thFs good work from thele following con- 
jQderations. Let us confider, in the firft place, 
chat the cpnverrion of the Heathen and the en- 
targonent of Chrift^s kingdom here on .eartbf 
niUft* be 'nfnat^er of great joy to all fuch to have 

any fcnfe ot religion, or v/illi well to the Church; 
that the beft: return of gratitude we can make for 
the priv^ilege which we chriltians enjoy, is tp com^ 
intinicate this fame privilege 10 otheri^^ that thefi; 
Gentiles alfo here converfarit among us, may par- 
take with of the famie common benefit, and 

i'oin wuh us in the w<^r(iiip of die fame Gop aiid 
"ather of u& all ; remembnng withal, that we our- 
felves aifo .were o/iginally in the fame condition 
With them ; Jttiim'frm the emmamotaltb ofljrad^ 
dn&\firangerstotbf€(minantoffromifey Hvingwitb'^ 
out hop€^ and without God in the world. 

Again, let us confider, that it is our parts 
and duties, as much as iieth in us, to wipe off 
th^t ' old reproach, the want of common zeal for 
propagating the faith, which tbofe of the Church 
bf Ronit hive' been often throwing at us ^ and td 
bi*event at the fame time thefe poor deluded 
xleathens being made a prey to the Romifh faith, 
that unfound part of the chriftian Church, an4 
which fo induftrioufly cbmpafleth fea and land to 
thsdce a profelyte. Let us fecure them betimes, 
by inftruftion, to our own communion, that hath 
nothing corrupt or flnful in it ; that may boa ft 
itfelf at this day the purdt aiui .bcit reformed 
Church in the whole world. 
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It will be fufficient, I hope, here barely to re* 

tnind you of the advantages we receive from the 
trade and commerce with thefe Heathens of all 
ibrcs ; and that we cannot make cheai a greater 
amends for partaking with them in their tempo- 
ral concerns, than to let them ihare with us in 
our fpiritual. 9 

Thefe things, my Brethren, if well weighed 
and coniidered, will I hope have that good cffed; 
upon you, as to provoke you to zeal^and emu-* 
latioh in this good worki that as you hare 
hitherto abounded in liberality, fo you would 
abound in this grace alfo ; that having begun 
well in laying a good foundation, you would pro- 
ceed like wile niafter-builders, tg raife thereupon 
a fuperftrudure uniform and apreeable thereunto 1 
that as God firft created this beautiful world, 

and then proceeded to (lore it wirh inhabitants j 
fo may this School become a never- failing nuticry 
to the Churchy and a conitant fupply of found 
members early inftruded in the principles of rdi* 
gion, and unaUerably engaged to worlhip Goo 
in this place. 

Many will be the bleffings that will attend this 
work, not only in regard to the private intereft, 
but to the public good and benefit of mankind^ 
to their temporal as well as fptritualf prefentas 
well as future happinefs and welfare ; a work fo 
very acteptable, ufeful and commendable, that 
it will continually redound to the honour of God, 
our bleifed. Saviour, and his Religion 1 as well 
ats procure the moft defirable bleOing upon our 
Church and Nation, the Company and ourfelves. 

Let us not therefore be weary in well doing j for 
in due time ive foall reap^ if we faint not \ but let us 

h^^djafi and mmovtable^ always abt^un4i^ i» 
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Mnmr is not in vain in the Ijari. 

Now to God the Father, God the Son, and 
God the Holy Ghoft, the ever blefled and 
glorious Trinity, thk«e Pcrfom and oneGoD^ 

be all honour and glory, might, majefty andl 
dominion^ now and for ever.
